WASHINGTON (LPL - The 
D em ocratic m ajority of the 
House Judiciary Committee 
sought today to set a limit oi 
five witnesses for committee 
questioning in its impeachment 
inquiry. (See also story, page 2. 
Word of the Democratic strat 
egy filtered out of a closed 
session and the plan left some 
Republicans fuming with anger 
—especially since some of the 
witnesses proposed by Presi­ 
dent Nixon's lawyer. Jam es D 
St. Clair, were not included 
The Democrats proposed to 
call only John W. Dean III, 
Nixon’s chief accuser; Freder­ 
ick C. LaRue, a former cam­ 
paign aide knowledgeable about 
the payment of $75,000 hush 
money to E. Howard Hunt; 
Alexander Butterfield, who dis 
closed the existence of the 
White House taping system last 
summer; Henry E. Petersen, 
deputy attorney general; and 
Herbert W. Kalmbach, Nixon's 
personal attorney.

Court Gives 
Prisoners 
New Rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court, winding up the 
bulk of its business before hear­ 
ing arguments on Watergate 
issues July 8, ruled today that 
prisoners are entitled to certain 
procedural rights when they 
are disciplined. 


In a 6-to-3 ruling that for the 
first time gave inmates the 
right to defend themselves in 
disciplinary proceedings, the 
court held that prison authori­ 
ties must give prisoners ad­ 
vance written notice of charges 
and a statement by impartial 
fact-finders of evidence against 
him 


Prisoners also should be al­ 
lowed to call witnesses and 
present their own evidence so 
long as this does not threaten 
prison security, said the opinion 
by Justice Byron R. White. But 
it said prisoners are not entitled 
to “the full panoply of rights 
due a defendant in a criminal 
prosecution” such as the right 
to a lawyer and to cross-exam­ 
ine. 


The court handed down opin­ 
ions to clear nearly all remain­ 
ing cases it heard during the 
current term. But one expected 
ruling was not issued Withheld 
was a decision on a case involv­ 
ing whether Detroit school chil­ 
dren can bt1 bused across coun­ 
ty lines to foster integration 


The court could decide the 
Detroit case after it returns 
from recess July 8 to hear 
arguments on Watergate Spe 
cial 
Prosecutor Leon Jawor- 
ski's demands for addition ma­ 
terial from the White House. Or 
it could be scheduled for rear­ 
gument in the fall term. 


In other action, the court 
Ruled unanimously in a Mil­ 
waukee case that judges must 
cite a specific reason when they 
choose to sentence young of­ 
fenders as adults rather than 
under ihe more lenient Youth 
Corrections Act. 
Ruled 7 to 2 that a prisoner is 
entitled to a hearing before a 
judge when he files suit to be 
freed 
Going into the antitrust issue 
again, ruled 5 to 3 that there 
was no violation in the merger 
of two big banks in Seattle, 
W’ash., and sent back to a lower 
court a bank merger case from 
Connecticut 


Ruled 7 to 2 that in a post­ 
trial contempt proceeding, a 
lawyer is entitled to reasonable 
notice of charges and a chance 
to be heard. 
In recent years, the Supreme 
Court has given prisoners more 
freedom, such as practicing re­ 
ligion as they choose, mailing 
letters without unnecessary 
censorship. Also, 30 years ago. 
it allowed prisoners to bring 
suit in court 
But the court had never pre­ 
viously defined rights a person 
behind bars when facing disci­ 
plinary action 
The case arose in a class 
action suit by an inmate of the 
Nebraska 
Penal Complex at 
Lincoln filed on behalf of him­ 
self and other inmates contend 
mg that disciplinary procedures 
did not afford prisoners their 
constitutional guarantee of 
“due process of law '' 
A 
federal 
district 
court 
agreed in part and the 8th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals ex­ 
panded on the verdict, granting 
the prisoners additional rights 
—some of which the Supreme 
Court refused to uphold. 
W hite said the procedural re­ 
quirements would apply only to 
punishment for "serious misbe­ 
havior” and not minor infrac­ 
tions which result in temporary 
loss of inmate privileges.

Funds Set 
For Alcohol 
Treatment

Funds to start the county's 
first official alcohol recovery 
home were voted unanimously 
yesterday by the Marin Board 
of Supervisors. (Other supervi­ 
sors stories, pages ll. 12.i 


The supervisors approved 
spending $22,144 as “seed mon­ 
ey" for the first two months of 
operation of the home, proposed 
by the AJCom Foundation, a 
local nonprofit organization. 


The money for the new facili­ 
ty is to come from the current 
mental health budget 


The county currently has an 
alcohol recovery unit run by 
C om m unity M ental H ealth 
.Services at Marin General Hos­ 
pital. and it will continue as a 
short-range drying out facility, 
according to Donald Sanford, 
assistant director of health and 
human sendees. 
The new home was proposed 
because the hospital unit only 
provides ‘ rev o lv in g door 
treatment, according to Walter 
F Rogers Jr., executive secre­ 
tary of AlCom. He said the only 
alternative now is to send alco­ 
holics to Napa State Hospital, 
where there is no program for 
their treatment. 


Rogers said that he and oth­ 
ers have worked for years to­ 
ward getting an alcohol recov­ 
ery home in the county “ but 
without seed money" it was 
impossible to get such a pro­ 
gram started and thus obtain 
federal or state funding. 


Earlier this year, he said, it 
was decided to put a proposal 
before the supervisors and then

Nixon Assures Allies On 
Firm Arms Race Stance 


BRUSSELS (UPI* - Presi­ 
dent Nixon told America's Eu­ 
ropean allies today he will push 
for progress in stopping the 
nuclear arms race during the 
Moscow summ it and at all 
times will keep the NATO alli­ 
ance's interests in mind 


"We will never sacrifice the 
interests of our allies to achieve 
agreem ents," 
White House 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Zie­ 
gler quoted Nixon as telling 
leaders of 14 other members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Orga­ 
nization during a two-hour 
closed meeting. 


Nixon said that during his 
week-long summit beginning to­ 
morrow with Soviet leader, 
Leonid Breshnev he would seek 


a ban on underground nuclear 
weapons tests, but said there 
were many roadblocks in the 
way. U.S. officials have said a 
full, 
perm anent 
agreem ent 
would not come during the Mos­ 
cow talks 


Ziegler said Nixon covered 
the whole range of U S. rela­ 
tions with European allies and 
his summit during the closed 
session. Nixon pledged the Unit­ 
ed States will maintain its mili­ 
tary strength in Europe and 
would not reduce forces without 
a similar move by the Soviet 
Union 


Following the closed meeting, 
Nixon signed a declaration re­ 
affirming commitment of the 
NATO alliance, had lunch with 


King Baudouin and held private 
talks with several 
European 
leaders. 
Nixon appeared fit and free 
of any hindrance from the phle­ 
bitis — swelling of the veins in 
his left leg — that struck him 
during the Mideast visit two 
weeks ago. He even walked the 
half mile from his residence to 
the palace where he had lunch 
without any notice of a limp. 
Ziegler said today Nixon was 
not experiencing any pain al­ 
though the leg was still swollen 
He said Dr Walter Tkach was 
checking the President daily 
and was satisfied with the 
progress. For his part, Tkach 
indicated he wished the Presi-

Eleventh-Hour Compromise Set 
On Record Californio Budget 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Af­ 
ter a night-long session, legisla­ 
tive budget negotiators early 
today approved a record $10.2 
billion-plus spending proposal 
for the coming fiscal year, the 
largest of any state in the 
nation 


The budget proposal, which 
was a com prom ise between 
versions passed by the Senate 
and Assembly, now returns to 
both houses for final passage 
and submission to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 


Included was about $254 mil­ 
lion to cover state worker bene­ 
fits and a 5.3 per cent pay hike. 
$104 million for park and wild­ 
life enhancement land purchas­ 
es and $7,500 for an official 
portrait of Reagan to be dis­ 
played in the Capitol. 


Among the largest additions 
to the budget was about $93 
million for acquisition of recre­ 
ation lands, much of it made 
available by voter approval in 
June of the parks bond issue. 
Prop. I. 


An official budget total was 
not available from tired mem­ 
bers of the joint conference 
co m m ittee , 
who 
lab o red 
through the 3-inch-thick docu­ 
ment from 8 p. rn 
until just 
after midnight to reach agree­ 
ment 


Approval was by voice vote 
from five of the six committee 
members The absent member 
went home to get some sleep 
An unofficial tally showed the

Next, the committee turns to 
a discussion on whether the 
witnesses it will question start­ 
ing next week will be heard in 
public or private session. They 
may include some of the big 
names of the Watergate episode 
—Charles W. Colson and John 
W. Dean III among them. 


By a 22-16 vote which cut 
across party lines, the commit­ 
tee — hoping for once to halt 
leaks — decided yesterday to 
publish the 36 volumes of evi­ 
dence it has read and heard in 
18 closed sessions over the past 
six weeks 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino 
Jr., and Rep. Edward Hutchin­ 
son of Michigan, the ranking 
Republican, were given broad 
discretionary power, however, 
to edit out vulgar language, 
irrelevancies and m aterials 
which could damage defend­ 
ants’ rights to a fair trial 


Rodino was uncertain about 
when the material would be 


r e le a se d . 
Som e 
m em bers 
thought it could come out as 
early as next week, but Rodino 
said his only goal was to have it 
out by July 15. when the com­ 
m ittee is to start debating 
whether to recommend im­ 
peachment to the House.

fiscated 42 tons of m arijuana - 
the biggest seizure in history 
with the discovery of a base­ 
ment piled with tons of the 
weed which was to be smuggled 
into the United States in asphalt 
trucks to foil potsniffing gov­ 
ernm ent dogs 


The .seizure was announced 
by the Drug Enforcem ent Ad­ 
m inistration yesterday 


The previous record was 28 
tons, found in Culiacan. Mexico. 
in March 1973. by Mexican in­ 
vestigators. said John Bailies 
Jr., the DEA adm inistrator

Investigators had been work­

The crossings were planned 
for San Ysidro. which is just 
south of San Diego and across 
the border from Tijuana. Mexi­ 
co.

A Paiiless 
Rabies Serum 


BER K ELEY (UPI) - Cutter 
Laboratories has developed a 
federally-approved serum 
which can provide painless 
treatment for rabies. 
Cutter officials said yester­ 
day that the serum would be 
available to the public in Au­ 
gust but only in limited supply. 
The serum will eliminate the 
need for persons bitten by rabid 
animals to undergo the painful 
and dangerous “ Pasteur treat­ 
ment,” which involves a series 
of inoculations with a serum 
taken from horses. Many per­ 
sons suffer an adverse reaction 
from the horse serum. 
Cutter’s serum comes from 
human blood, and there is no 
adverse reaction, company offi­ 
cials said in a statement. 
They explained that the blood 
comes from those who have 
rabies antibodies in their sys­ 
tem. They said the reason the 
serum would be in short supply 
was because there were only a 
few of these persons. 
The antibodies develop in the 
bloodstreams of those who have 
recovered from rabies itself. 
Others with the antibodies are 
those who have been vaccinated 
against rabies prior to expo­ 
sure. 
James Goodspeed, Cutter’s 
marketing manager for plasma 
fractions, said most of the 
sources for his company’s ser­ 
um were veterinary medicine 
students at the University of 
California at Davis. 
Those who have undergone 
the “ Pasteur treatment’’ can 
also be used as donors, Good­ 
speed said 
He said the serum was called 
“ Hyperab" and has been ap­ 
proved for sale by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration.

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat told the magazine Al 
Sayyad in Cairo that he might 
send the nation’s air force to 
fight in Lebanon if requested by 
the Lebanese government. 
“ We stand ready to send our 
air force immediately to fight 
the battle in Lebanon, and let 
Israel bear the consequences,” 


Sadat said. He said Egyptian 
aid to Lebanon “ depends on a 
decision by the Lebanese gov­ 
ernment." 


"Israel must understand that 
Lebanon will not be left alone 
and that the Arabs, and Egypt 
in the forefront, are not more 
eager to preserve peace and 
avoid a fifth war than preserv­ 
ing the people of Lebanon,” 
Sadat said. 
In Tel Aviv, Israel’s chief of 


staff Lt. Gen. Mordechai G ut 
said in an interview in the 
army magazine Bamahaneh 
that Israel preserved the option 
of going to war “ if the skies 
darken.” 
“ It is important to our neigh­ 
bors to have them know that 
this option, under which we will 
declare war in the event that 
certain conditions evolve —this 
option remains open,” he said. 
he did not elaborate on the 
conditions. 


In Jerusalem, police said 
they dismantled three bazooka 
rockets and exploded them in 
the past 12 hours. 
A police spokesman said one 
of the rockets was fired at the 


housing development of Ramat 


Eshkol during the night but 


failed to explode. He said the 


other two were found at a 


launching site in a nearby rav­ 


ine and were detonated. 


Arab newsmen said Israeli 
artillery began bombardment 
of four villages in southeast 
Lebanon last night and inflicted 
casualties, but they did not give 
specific figures. 


An Israeli military spokes­ 
man denied the attacks took 
place, but Israeli leaders deliv­ 
ered strong hints reprisal raids 
would be launched.

Before the bodies were found, 
five teen age friends of the 
Blaiser children had called at 
the house but had not noticed 
anything unusual. 
One of those youths, Randy 
Kern, 14, went inside the house 
to borrow a raft, saw a tele­ 
phone off the hook and replaced 
it without noting anything out of 
the ordinary 
He said he had heard the 
telephone’s dial tone and re­ 
placed it on the hook because 
he "figured they didn’t want to 
be disturbed.”

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Winds Scour 
East Coast; 
Midwest Chill

Storms ravaged the Atlantic 
Coast from Florida to Maine 
today. A summer Northeaster 
tossed pleasure and fishing ves­ 
sels like popping corn off the 
Massachusetts coast. 
The Coast Guard went to the 
aid of two fishing vessels off 
Cape Cod. H elicopters were 
sent to one boat which reported 
engine failure about IO miles 
south of Chatham. A helicopter 
dropped a pump to the four- 
man crew of another vessel, 
and a Coast Guard boat went to 
the scene until an 82-foot patrol 
boat arrived to take the strick­ 
en vessel into tow. 
In Squantum, a section of 
Quincy, Mass., winds gusting to 
40 miles per hour were reported 
to have sunk or beached six to 
eight smaller boats. A spokes­ 
man said many boats were 
tossed around, flipped over and 
many dragged anchor. Sailing 
and motor boats at the Quincy 
Yacht Club were wrenched 
from their moorings. 
t 7p to nine inches of rain 
drenched the Florida peninsula 
as a low pressure center treked 
north towards North Carolina 
Small craft warnings were up 
from Appalachicola around the 
Florida 
Keys to Portland, 
Maine, and gale warnings were 
posted for the North Carolina 
coast. 
Coast Guard officials said 
they were kept busy pulling 
ashore disabled vessels, includ­ 
ing two off Port Boca Grande. 
Fla . with IO persons aboard 
The high-pow ered w inds 
pushed tides up four feet above 
normal, eating away the Flori­ 
da coastline. Winds tore across 
the southeast at speeds up to 40 
knots. 
The National Hurricane Cen­ 
ter in Miami said the low pres­ 
sure system appeared to absorb 
a tropical depression in the 
southwestern Gulf, 
but later 
satellite pictures showed the 
tropical depression still hovered 
over the Yucatan Peninsula in 
Mexico. 
Rain fell over most of the 
Atlantic Coast and extended 
west to the Great Lakes and 
Ohio V alley Hose to one-half 
inch of rain hit Bangor, Maine, 
in six hours.

high 
pressure center, 
stalled over Wisconsin, dropped 
temperatures into the 50s from 
the Northeast to the northern 
and central plains. New York 
and Scranton. Penn., set record 
lows with 60 degree readings 
yesterday. 
A few thundershowers dotted 
the extreme northern Rockies, 
but most of the nation had clear 
skies. 
Early morning temperatures 
ranged from 99 degrees at 
Blythe. Calif. to 41 degrees af 
Marquette County .Airport in 
Michigan. 
In New York, the tempera­ 
ture dipped to 56 degrees, tying 
the record low for the date that 
was set in 1893. 


Court Defends

Yvo twisted the key in the 
lock on his father’s smoking 
den and the door eased open for 
the first time in three years. 


Inside on a bed, Yvo found 
his father's skeleton. An empty 
bottle lay nearby and an appar­ 
ent suicide note was found in 
the pocket of his suit, police 
said 
Scotland Yard officials said 
today the discover}’ ended one 
mystery that touched off an 
international 
intelligence and 
police search when Henniken- 
Heaton vanished. 
But they said the discovery 
also posed some additional 
questions about the bizarre cir­ 


cumstances of his death. 
During the bloody years of 
the birth of Israel, Henniken- 
Heaton was in charge of British 
security in Palestine and the 
target of at least four assassi­ 
nation 
attempts by bombs 
blamed on Jewish underground 
groups. 
When his wife, Lady Marga­ 
ret, reported the disappear­ 
ance, all of Britain’s security 
agencies and Interpol were 
called in to investigate. 
The family said at the time 


they believed he was the victim 
of Arab or Israeli guerrillas. 
Secret service agents fol­ 
lowed up tips he was murdered 
because of his continued Middle 
East connections, that he had 
been kidnaped and that his 
body had been dumped in 
chains into a flooded gravel pit 
near London. 
The trails led nowhere. 
Police sources said today a 
preliminary autopsy had failed 
to establish the cause of death. 
A coroner’s inquest was or­ 


dered for tomorrow to begin the 
formal inquiry into the mystery 
of the locked door. 
Scotland Yard officials raised 
some key unsolved points in the 


mystery: 
Why was the ground floor 
room at the rear of the house 
not searched in the beginning? 
Police said they had been told 
at the time that the house had 
been combed from top to bot­ 
tom.

With Lady Margaret, their 
son, a boarder and three dogs 


living in the house how did the 
presence of the body remain 
undetected, especially in the 
period im m ediately after 
death?

Supervisors Back Plan 
On 'Surplus Water Use' 


Marin County supervisors 
agreed 
yesterday to support 
state legislation aimed at per­ 
mitting the 
Marin 
Municipal 
Water District to continue serv­ 
ing “surplus water users" out­ 
side district boundaries. (Anoth­ 
er supervisors story, page I.) 


The board’s 3-to-2 vote lifted 
a legislative roadblock thrown 
up by supervisors some months 
ago when they refused to en­ 
dorse the bill 


S u p erio rs Peter K. Arrigoni 
Jr. and Robert A. Roumiguiere 
called the measure “bad legis­ 
lation designed to get the water 
district off the hook ” 


Unless the measure passes, 
the water district claims it will 
be forced to cut off service to 
“surplus water users" such as 
the Muir Woods National Monu­ 
ment, the Army forts in South­ 
ern Marin and about 25 homes 
on Wolf back Ridge. 
Under Existing law, the water 
district can not service users 
outside district boundaries if a 
water connection moratorium 
has been declared and service 
refused new users inside the 
district. Such a moratorium 
was imposed a year ago 
The water district's proposed 


legislation says it “may" pro­ 
vide service to existing users 
outside the district once a mor­ 
atorium has been declared. 
Assembly Bill 3859 by Assem­ 
blyman Jack T. Knox. D-Rieh- 
mond, was introduced earlier 
this year for the water district 
but was dropped when Knox 
learned supervisors did not en­ 
dorse it. 
Tom Thorner, the water dis­ 
trict’s attorney, told supervi­ 
sors yesterday that Sen. Peter 
ll. 
Behr. 
R-San 
Rafael, 
has 
agreed to reintroduce the bill in 
the Senate if supervisors ap­ 
prove. 
He said water would be sup­ 
plied to present users outside 
the district for “human con­ 
sumption, sanitation and fire 
protection " 
Supervisor Michael Womum, 
who strongly opposed the mea­ 
sure when first suggested by 
water district director Jack R. 
Felson. led the support for it 
yesterday. 
Adoption was opposed by 
David Greenlee of the Marin 
Builder’s Exchange who said it 
was unfair to service outside 
users and at the same time 
refuse new hookups to those 
inside the district.

By ERIK M. INGRAM 
Calling it “ absolutely prepos­ 
terous,” Marin County Supervi­ 
sor Gary T. Giacomini yester­ 
day

explanation of how the planning 
department could process a Ni­ 
casio Land division in violation 
of existing zoning. 
Giacomini’s show of anger 


came after supervisors agreed 
“ as a matter of equity” to 
grant Lone Star Land Corp. an 
additional six months to com­ 
plete the land division. 


The planning department 
problem, labeled “a monumen­ 
tal screw up” by Giacomini, 
involves red tape which tangled 
beginning in September 1972, 
when the planning department 
approved Lone Star’s applica­ 
tion to divide a 30-acre parcel 
on Nicasio Valley Road into 
three 10-acre pieces. 
The approval was given with 
a list of conditions to be per­ 
formed within 18 months by 
Lone Star before the land divi­ 
sion could be recorded. 


Lone Star appealed several of 
the conditions to the planning 
commission, which upheld the 
appeal in April 1973. But before 
planning commission hearing, 
the land was rezoned to A-60, 
meaning it could no longer be 
divided. Also, new state law 
reduced the time for complet­ 
ing improvements from 18 
months to 12 months. 
Neither change was pointed 
out to the planning commission 
which approved the 10-acre lots 
in violation of A-60 zoning. 


Earlier this year Lone Star’s 
12 months ran out and the 
planning department told the 
firm its tentative land division 
approval was void. 
Lone Star representatives 
told supervisors yesterday that 
they never were told of the 12- 
month timetable, but were told 
not to worry about the zoning 
change to A-60. 
Supervisors asked how the 
land division could have been 
processed in view of the zoning 
change. Chief of Current Plan- 


ning Harvey E. Bragdon said 
he was not familiar with the 
case since it had been handled 
by Planner E. Ross Paterson, 
who left county development 
about a month ago. 
The board then granted the 
full 18-month schedule for land 
division improvements, saying 
Lone Star had been misled.

Armed Rescue Try 
Fails; Boys Held 


A kidnapping and a futile to­ 
by former Sunny Hills residents 
to rescue friends from a San 
Mateo juvenile hall was termed 
“ unfortunate” and “ unusual” 
today by the director of the San 
Anselmo facility. 
Two armed teen-agers were 
arrested Monday after they 
tried to free five friends from 
the Hillcrest Juvenile Hall 
Norman Herstein, executive 
director of Sunny Hills, today 
reported the background lead­ 
ing up to the incident. 
He said two teen-age boys 
had been discharged from Sun­ 
ny Hills some weeks ago be­ 
cause they refused to cooperate 
in the residential program, 
aimed at helping troublesome 
teen-agers. 
The two were sent to Marin 
Juvenile Hall but subsequently 
escaped from there, Herstein 
said. Twice they then made 
night forays back to Sunny 
Hills, once stealing $50 and 
recruiting three more boys to 
join them and on the second 
occasion, persuading two girls 
to leave the home with them. 
The girls were ‘‘shaky” in the 
program, Herstein said, “ but I 
think they could have benefit­ 
ed” ffrom the facility. 
The seven simply disap­ 
peared about two weeks ago, 
the director continued. He 
termed this most unusual “ be­ 
cause most kids (who leave) are 
found in a day or so." 
Then on Sunday morning five 
of the youngsters were found by 
San Mateo authorities at a 
makeshift camp in the hills 
west of San Mateo and were 
taken to the juvenile hall 
That evening, according to 
San Mateo police, two teen-age 
boys called a taxi to a San 
Mateo motel, and armed with a 
pellet pistol, a .22-caliber auto­ 
matic rifle 
and a bow and 
arrow, ordered the taxi driver 
to drive them to the juvenile 
hall. 
As the two held a rifle to the 
taxi driver’s head, they ordered 
him to step aside so they could 
bolt inside when the door was 
opened. Instead, the taxi driver 
managed to get inside and lock 
the door behind him 
He and a guard called police, 
who later found the two youths 
in the nearby countryside. They 
have been charged with kidnap­ 
ping. 
Herstein said that most of the 
teen-agers who come to Sunny 
Hills, a voluntary unlocked fa­ 
cility. “ face their problems and 
work on them " A few, howev­ 
er, like the two boys Herstein 
believes led the seven, are 
“ very difficult kids” who are 
“ knowledgeable about the ways 
of the world.” 
Youngsters at Sunny Hills 
come from various Bay Area 
counties and either have been 
in trouble or “ starting to get 
into trouble." They stay an 
average of 18 months, he said

John Calella was a “fat, Ital­ 
ian baby” until he developed a 
new way of eating in 1960. 
Calella, who lives in Kentfield 
and calls him self “ Organic 
John,” is a vegetarian in the 
strictest sense — no fish, fowl 
or dairy products. His diet con­ 
sists of fruits and vegetables, 
nuts and occasionally grains. 
It is not just the foods but 
how they are combined, accord­ 
ing to his philosophy. He calls 
his philosophy “Salade,” which 
is also the title of the book he is 
writing, explaining the concept. 
“Salade is the relationship 
between man and food,” he 
said. “ T h ere are no health 
foods, only the proper combina­ 
tion. An orange is healthy un­ 
less the person has a high acid 
content.” 
Salade is the beginning of the 
u n iv e rs a l re in fo rc e m e n t of 
man. according to Calella. 
“ The salad as we know it is 
something we throw together 
with lettuce and mayonnaise, 
and every mouthful tastes the 
sam e. 
In my salad s every 
mouthful tastes different, rath­ 
er than of the dressing,” he 
said. 
CALELLA NEVER combines 
fruits and vegetables, nor does 
he believe that certain fruits or 
vegetables combine. To illus­ 
trate his nutritional beliefs Cal­ 
ella has had a poster designed, 
which will have its first public 
exposure at the Marin Art and 
G arden Center Fair July 6 and 
7.

FIRST IN MARIN COUNTY 
A Meat Cutter Career Launched 


By BETTY FROST 
Elizabeth Jackson of Corte 
Madera has been accepted in 
the apprenticeship program for 
meat cutters by the Butcher 
Union Local 115. 
Mrs. Jackson is the first 
woman apprentice meat cutter 
in Marin County, and is the 
first black woman in the Bay 
Area to have the opportunity to 
enter the program, according to 
Ernest Couly, business repre­ 
sentative of Local 115. 
Mrs. Jackson is one of 40 
women meat wrappers working 
in Marin County and has been 
empldyed as a wrapper in the 


Cooperative Food Store in Corte 


Madera for eight years. She 


will 
retain the seniority ac­ 


quired during her years as a 
meat wrapper, and receive the 
apprenticeship training in cut­ 
ting during a 30-day trial period 
at the Co-op meat market. In 
addition she will attend classes 
in San Francisco two~toights a 
week for two years. Upon com­ 
pletion of these requirements 
the trainee will become a jour­ 
neyman meat cutter. 


THREE 
WOMEN 
in 
San 
Francisco are taking similar 
training at Safeway stores, ac­ 


cording to Couly. The break­ 


through for women in the craft 


is in response to a new state 


law, which now allows women 
to carry more than 25 pounds. 
Quarters of m eat, w eighing 
from 120 to 165 pounds were 
believed too heavy for women 
to handle. 


“Now, most meat comes pri­ 
mal cut, packed in boxes, from 
the slaughter house, or a break­ 
ing point,” Couly explained.” 
Electric dollies carry the meat 
packages from the truck into 
the store. 
These changes in 
procedure make the work fast­ 


er and more efficient for every­ 
one,” he indicated. 
Women can become meat cut­ 
ter apprentices by making ap­ 
plication through a company or 
the union headquarters from 
the outside, or those already 
employed 
as meat wrappers 
can apply, the union official 
pointed out. 
An experienced wrapper, one 
who has been employed over 90 
days, will receive 73 per cent of 
the wage received by a journey­ 
man 
m eat 
cutter. 
At 
the 
present the journeyman meat 
cutter's 
wage 
for a 
40-hour 
work week, achieved after a 


two year apprenticeship, is 
$241.60. 
At the meat counter Mrs. 
Jackson is receiving congratu­ 
lations from custom ers and 
some teasing from fellow work­ 
ers as she starts her training. 
“I LIKE a challenging job,” 
she said. 
The ratio of men meat cutters 
to women meat wrappers is 
five to one locally. Women were 
first employed as meat wrap­ 
pers during World War If when 
the self-service wrap was intro­ 
duced to meat markets. 
Mrs. Jackson, divorced, is the 
mother of five children.

“Now 
I’m working in a hospital, and I 
like it. The discouraging thing 
to many girls is that you can’t 
get a job without having had 
experience first. And, of course, 
you can’t get experience with­ 
out a job coming first." 


Sandy Carruthers of Denver, 
who is the director of Better 
Jobs for Women funded by the 
U.S. Department of Labor, said 
that “certainly young women 
today are more interested in 
viable options when it comes to 
choosing a job. Also they real­ 
ize the good earnings of men in 
the labor force.

Campuses So Diverse 
Prove Hard To Govern 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 
(Second of two articles) 
The 19 cam puses of the Cali­ 
fornia State University and Col­ 
leges offer much diversity — 
and accom panying problems in 
governance. 
From little California State 
College, Stanislaus, with enroll­ 
ment of 2.600, they range in size 
to California State University, 
Long B each, and C alifornia 
State 
University, San 
Diego, 
each 
with 
more 
than 30,000 
students — among the largest 
higher education institutions in 
the United States. 
Governing all of them, with 
their various sizes and styles, 
presents a complex chore to the 
21 part-tim e trustees. To get the 
information needed, the trust­ 
ees must depend prim arily on 
the chancellor s office in Los 
Angeles, with its bureaucracy 
of more than 400. 
Every new course must be 
approved by the chancellor’s 
office. "We are trying to avoid 
too 
m an y o v e rs p e c ia liz e d 
courses on too many cam pus­ 
es," explained William O. Weis- 
sich of San Rafael, one of the 20 
trustees — all except one — 
appointed by Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan. 
However, "w e try to let local 
cam puses have as much auton­ 
om y as possible, as long as it 
conforms to statewide policy. 
Weissich said 
This has been the cause of 
some friction within the sys­ 


tem. but according to Weissich, 
revolts against the authority of 
trustees and chancellor have 
been mostly by faculty m em ­ 
bers rather than cam pus presi­ 
dents.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - John 
D. Ehrlichman, one of Presi­ 
dent Nixon's most intimate ad­ 
visers before leaving the White 
House under the Watergate 
cloud 14 months ago. went on 
trial today on charges of con­ 
spiracy and perjury. 
No matter what the outcome 
of the trial —first major prose­ 
cution to stem directly from the 
Watergate investigation —it is 
sure to have some impact on 
Congress’ impeachment investi­ 
gation against Nixon. 


Ehrlichman is being tried on 
charges growing out of the 
break-in of the Beverly Hills 
office of Dr. Lewis Fielding, 
psychiatrist of Pentagon Pa­ 


pers figure Daniel Ellsberg, on 
Labor Day weekend, 1971 — 
more than nine months before 
the Watergate burglary in 
Washington. Ehrlichman faces 
another trial in September 
along with other former Nixon 
intimates on Watergate cover­ 
up charges.

I'm sure that by now m ost consu m ers are 
totally confused about the meat supply and 
p rice situation with the many varied reports 
by the media. O ne of the m ain purposes of 
the recent co n fe ren ces tn W ashington was 
to help the live sto ck industry find w ays to 
stim ulate sa le s of m eat The narrow ing of 
the m argins betw een the p rice the farm er 
rece ive s and the retail p rice for meat was 
another stated objective. It was proposed 
that “ red hot" m eat sp e cia ls be advertised 
by the retailers so the consu m ers could 
take advantage of th is “ low price' meat. 
B ut then it was announced that the gov­ 
ernm ent w ould buy $100 m illion worth of 
bee! and pork for tho fall school-lu nch pro­ 
gram 
Immediately, the w holesale price s 
went up. leaving m eat buyers uncertain 
what would happen next. 
Let me expla.n what I can about the sit­ 
uation today. D espite new s reports to the 
c o n tra ry , lo w e r farm p ric e s are b e in g 
p assed on to custo m ers now — at least at 
A lpha Beta In ch e ckin g our current list of 
m eat and poultry p rice s against those of a 
year ago, it is interesting to note that many 
m eat cuts are alm ost 20 cen ts a pound 
low er than a year ago. Turkey p rice s have 
dropped d ram atically this sum m er, and 
ch ick e n is down an am azing 34% from a 
year ago. T his is in spite of the fact that 
there has been an increa se in labor, trans­ 
portation, and rent c o sts — and everyone 
know s what has happened to their own 
utility b ills These are all factors w hich add 
to the m argin or d ifferen ce between what 
the farm er rece ive s and what the consum er 
pays. That m argin increase Is not m agic. 
I m ust tell you, honestly, even our best 
m eat authorities ca n 't predict exactly what 
the future w ill bring. W e know thore are 
fewer cattle being p la ce d on feed for the 
fall and winter m arket, w hich could m ean 
another round of shortages and higher 
prices. We hope not. W e can add our voice 
to those who tell you that meat is a good 
buy right now

Sausalito W ill *■ 


Seek Corps La n d 


The City of Sausalito will ask 
for about 13 acres of property, 
recently declared surplus by 
the federal government, at the 
Army Corps of Engineers head­ 
quarters on the city’s water­ 
front, councilmen decided last 
night. 'Another Sausalito City 
Council story, page I.) 
They approved hiring a sum­ 
mer intern, preferably a college 
student, to develop a plan for 
public recreation on the proper­ 
ty, according to City Mgr. 
Thomas P. McKenzie. 
If the plan is accepted by the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
a division of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Interior, the city will 
receive the surplus land free. 
McKenzie said 
The only sour note is that 
Ocean Traders, Sausalito s 
commercial fishing wholesaler, 
may be forced to move from 
the city. 


Ocean Traders occupies the 
north pier on the corps of engi­ 
neers property. Declared sur­ 
plus yesterday was the south 
pier, a building and land sur­ 
rounding it. Without the south 
pier, the corps may be forced to 
take over the north pier for rts 
own use and evict the commer­ 
cial fishing operation, the city 
manager said. 


City officials will meet with 
representatives of Ocean Trad­ 
ers tomorrow to discuss the 
matter. 


Also interested rn obtaining 
the property is the Golden Gate 
Bridge District, which would 
like to use the pier to dock its 
ferries when they are not in 
service. McKenzie said he will 
meet with bridge district offi 
ciais next week to discuss the 
City and the bridge district 
using the pier cooperatively. 


Suit Filed To Break 
Drug Advertising Ban 


LOS ANGELES (UPL - Cali­ 
fornia consumers could save 
between $60 million and $150 
million annually if state laws 
banning advertising and dis­ 
counting of prescription drug 
prices were repealed, according 
to a suit filed in Superior Court 
here. 


The suit, sponsored by a num­ 
ber of consumer groups, chal­ 
lenges the constitutionality of a 
law which makes it a misde­ 
meanor to advertise the prices 
of prescription drugs or to sell 
the drugs at a discount 


“ In California, pharmacists 
are able to set the price of 
prescription drugs at high lev­ 
els with little risk that they will 
lose customers to competitors 
who charge lower prices," the 
-ait charges “ Without advertis­ 
ing. the consumer is unable to 
obtain information to determine 
whether he is paying a reasona­ 
ble price or whether he should 
take his business elsewhere. " 
Plaintiffs include the Los An­ 
geles County Health Rights De­ 
partment, the Committee for 
the Rights of the Disabled and 
the Disabled Action Committee 
of California. The civil suit 
names the state Board of Phar­ 
macy as the defendant and asks 


for an injunction to prevent 
further expenditure of public' 
funds to enforce the law 
“ Study after study,” the suit 
>aid, “ demonstrates that the 
price of a given prescription 
drug will vary markedly from 
pharmacy to pharmacy within 
the same city, sometimes by 
more than 300 per cent. ’ The 
federal trade commission, the 
suit claims, has published a 
study showing that advertising 
prohibitions inflate drug prices- 
from 16 to 34 per cent. 
“ That means that consumers 
in California were overcharged 
from $60 million to $150 million 
on their estimated $430 million 
in prescription drug purchases 
in 1973,” the suit said. 
It is not unusual for a family- 
to pay SIO for a prescription, 
not knowing that within a few 
blocks, the same drug would 
only cost $5,” the suit charges. 
Advertising and discount 
pricing, according to the suit, 
would bring down drug prices 
because of increased competi­ 
tion. The suit claims that Penn­ 
sylvania residents pay 38 per 
cent less for prescription drugs 
than Californians do because 
the 
Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court struck down a similar 
law banning advertising

— So Does College 


Leadership Lacking For Worldwide 
Campaign To Prevent Spreading Hunger 


WASHINGTON — When (he heat and 
the humidity both keep pushing 90 and 
tomatoes pop out on urban vines like 
freckles on a redhead, it is hard to 
appreciate that 
anybody anywhere is 


worried about food 
The daring may 
enter a superm arket and be force-fed 
some inkling of it all. but only barely 
For the worst by far is yet to come. 
There are almost as many theories of 


Twenty-seven years ago next 
fall, a young man known as 
“ Red" Diamond joined the fac­ 
ulty of what was then Marin 
Junior College and was made 
b asketball coach. That first 
year at Kentfield, he coached 
the cage team into the national 
junior college championship. 
A lot has happened to what is 
now College of Marin and to 
Irwin P. Diamond in the inter­ 
vening 27 years. 


DIAMOND CONTINUED as 
basketball coach for IO years, 
then was named dean of men to 
succeed Arleigh Williams who 
left that job to become director 
of student activities at Univer­ 
sity of California. Berkeley. 
Three 
years 
later, 
Diamond 
was appointed to 
the newly 
created position of dean of stu­ 
dents. 
When Stephen E. Epler re­ 
signed as college superintend- 
ent-president in 1966, Diamond 
was named acting president. 
He hoped, naturally, to be cho­ 
sen for the permanent spot. 
Instead, the trustees the fol­ 
lowing year gave the job to 
William K. 
Ramstad of San 
Jose. It was a choice that did 
not turn out too well. The board 
asked for R am stad's resigna­ 
tion after one year, then wound 
up having to buy up the re­ 
mainder of his three-year con­ 
tract. 
There followed another inter­ 
im appointment. But this time 
it did not go to Diamond, but to 
Louis H. Herkenhoff. assistant 
dean of the adult school. And 
after a year, the board again 
went outside to select a presi­ 
dent, giving the job to John A. 
Grasham of Los Angeles. 


FOR SEVEN y e a rs under 
R a m s ta d , H e rk e n h o ff and 
Grasham, “ Red" Diamond con­ 
tinued as dean of students, to 
the general 
satisfaction of 
tru ste es, ad m in istratio n , and 
student body. Looking back 
through our files, we discover 


only one time when we found 
occasion to be critical of him. 
That was over a m atter of 
discipline in a time of college 
turmoil (here and elsewhere). 
Diamond made no fuss about 
being “ passed over" for the job 
of president. He took it with the 
same level-headedness as he 
had taken that national basket­ 
ball championship back in 1947. 
When Ramstad was named 
p resident in 1967, Diam ond 
gave an interview to the Col­ 
lege of Marin Times in which 
he said: 
“ To the young people among 
you who are truly serious about 
entering 
a 
society 
which 
presents great opportunity and 
harsh competition, I can only 
say that you too very soon will 
be facing the possibility of dis­ 
appointment, rejection and de­ 
feat. It is all part of living. 
Being 
a 
good loser, in my 
mind, does not mean hiding 
your feelings, 
being a ‘good 
sport’ or pretending you didn t 
care anyway. 
Being a good 
loser simply means not giving 
up. The only sure way to avoid 
disappointment is never to try 
anything, and being afraid to 
try anything is not to live." 


THAT STATEMENT says a 
lot for “ Red" Diamond. And it 
says something that the present 
trustees of the college district 
that last week they named Dia­ 
mond as president of his be­ 
loved 
Kentfield institution. 
Grasham will continue as dis­ 
trict superintendent. 
This time, the trustees did 
not overlook the qualities of the 
man on the spot, the man they 
know’. 
They didn’t take a chance in 
nam ing Diam ond president. 
They got a known quantity — 
and known quality. 
We wish Irwin Diamond a 
long and successful tenure as 
college president. He d id n ’t 
give up. and he deserved to 
win. 


“I think it s time we came to an understanding."

been the 
practice in most teacher training institu­ 
tions to require more hours of profession­ 
al education courses than of academ ic 
courses in the subjects to be taught 
Jam es D. Koemer verified this with an 
analysis of 1.684 transcripts of credit 
from 32 institutions in his 1965 book, “The 
Miseducation of American Teachers." 
Since the schools of education placed 
more emphasis on process than on com­ 
mand of the subjects to be taught, it is 
scarcely surprising that their graduates 
approached their jobs in the sam e way. 
The slighting of m atter for method 
opened the way for what happened in the 
late '60s and early '70s 
the "revolution 
of relevance." 
For teachers 
trained 
to believe in 
how" rather than “ w hat," it was natu­ 
ral to downgrade course content still 
further in attem pts to “ turn on" disen­ 
chanted students. All sorts of courses 
with minimal content began to appear in 
high schools and colleges, masquerading 
as academ ic subjects. 


CALDER PICKETT, professor of jour­ 
nalism at University of Kansas, put his 
finger on the problem in an article in the 
spring issue of the Jayhawk Journalist, 
titled "The University as Garbage Can " 
He wrote, among other things. 
"When did ‘mickey mouse' courses 
become as respectable as. say, chemistry 
or history0 
I will guess that much of 
this began a few years ago when a 
scream ing mob could invade a lecture 
course in anthropology and demand the 
rostrum , when all of us could bravely 
arise in dem ocratic convocation and vote 
to cancel term papers and final examina- 
lions so that we could listen to rock 
groups and 
m editate on the war in 
V ietnam ." 
Pickett suggested that "a scholar of the 
future will learn much about our times 
by studying the titles of courses that had 
their tem porary day on the campuses: 
Future Shock.’ "The Greening of Ameri­ 
ca.' 
‘Education and 
E cstasy.’ maybe 
even The Valley of the Dolls.’ 
He called this denigration of the curric­ 
ulum in the name of relevance “ creeping 
McLuhanism " 
“ We watch light shows and absorb 
things from the tube or from movies or 
from rock songs,” he wrote. “We FEEL 
deeply, sitting around touching each oth­ 
e rs’ bottoms so that we can RELATE. 
Books are out. unless they're fun to 
read." 


THIS PERVERSION of education ex­ 
tended down to the high schools with its 
manifestations in "alternative schools” 
with 
“unstructured 
curricula" and 
a 
profusion of garbage courses masquerad­ 
ing as English or social studies. 
The excuse for most of these was that 
they enabled the teacher to “communi­ 
cate'’ better with the students. Never 
mind what happened to course content; 
the important thing was process or meth­ 
od 
The proof of the pudding, however, 
came in declining average scores on 
college entrance tests, diminished regard 
for the high school diploma, and an 
increase in drop-outs despite the pre­ 
sumed relevance of the new programs. 
The superintendent with whom I talked 
thinks the educators have begun to catch 
on. 
However, schools are staffed by 
tenured teachers well inculcated with the 
theory that method is more important 
than matter, so it would be unrealistic to 
expect a quick turn-around.

ALL IN THE SAME week, these things 
happened: 
Iii Washington, a report to the Senate 
Select Committee on Nutrition and Hu­ 
man Needs urged the United States to 
take the lead in organizing a new interna­ 
tional food reserve. But the committee 
also heard that neither more spending in 
agriculture nor even increased food pro­ 
ductivity is an adequate answer to forth­ 
coming world food shortages.

and Africa few 
nations are concerned about stepping up 
fertilizer production to make that revolu­ 
tion real. 
In New York, an international confer­ 
ence on population agreed without seri­ 
ous dissent that the world was en route to 
reproducing itself over the brink of star­ 
vation. 
In Tokyo, a spokesman for the Jap a­ 
nese fishing industry maintained that his 
country men must continue to eat whale 
meat, and so Japanese whalers must 
continue to kill whales even if it means 
the m am m als’ extinction. 
In St. PoI-de-Leon. Brittany, French 
farm ers destroyed 300 tons of artichokes 
because they were dissatisfied with sales 
this season. 
In Shelbyville. Term., a single broiler 
p ro d u cer sm o th ered 300,000 new born 
chicks and destroyed 800,000 fertilized 
eggs as he shut down his local operation 
to protest the slackening price of chick­ 
ens — which are somewhat more basic 
than artichokes. 
There is a lot of insanity going around 


A YEAR AGO. the farm ers, most of 


them, were clamoring for price controls 
on their products to be removed. 


Simultaneously, housewives were or­ 
ganizing boycotts to protest the high 
prices already demanded for some items. 
Now the farmers are desperate for gov­ 
ernment intervention to keep prices from 
dropping so far on beef and poultry, for 
example, that the producers get wiped 
out. 


In our country, prices are on a roller 
coaster capable of doing in both producer 
and consumer in its wild dips and climbs. 
Supply and demand gyrate out of sync. It 
is easy to blame it all on Mr. Nixon's 
Earl Butz, who chortles when Americans 
have to pay higher prices because so 
much grain is sold abroad, and Herbert 
Stein, who clings to laissez faire econom 
ic theory as if the last hundred years had 
never happened. 


YET IN THE INCREASINGLY short 
run. those tu'o will be but minor actors 
who gave history a nudge. The economic 
imbalances, temporary price acrobatics.■ 
slaughtering of stock at the very time 
responsible authorities are urging record 
production —all these are sideshows. The 
inexorable main event was outlined 176 
years 
ago by Thomas Malthus, who 
predicted that population would increase 
faster than food production, and that 
would define the future of man. 
Old-fashioned, scoffed at, his theory 
gains strength with time. 
The suggested ways to circumvent it 
vary from genocide to a return to breast­ 
feeding to eliminating the pet-food indus­ 
try to some that make sense on the grand 
scale necessary. All of those latter de­ 
mand government commitment and lead­ 
ership on a level above ethnic, geograph­ 
ic or religious politics. 
There is no sign that such leadership is 
forthcoming. The proof is copious that 
the showdown is hurrying near

WASHINGTON — Why should anyone 
be disturbed by the leaks which continue 
to pour from 
the House and Senate 
W atergate comm ittees and their staffs0 
All the facts ought to come out. shouldn't 
they? 


The whole country should be resentful 
and revolted by these leaks. The reason 
is that tnev constitute a one-sided disclo­ 
sure of one-sided evidence designed to 
persuade the public that the president is 
guilty before he has been indicted. 


THE HOUSE JUDICIARY Committee 
is not empowered to try the president. It 
is only empowered to gather evidence to 
determ ine whether he should be tried 


But the purposeful disclosure of the 
results of incomplete investigation and 
giving out accusatory inferences drawn 
from such incomplete investigation are 
the sam e as leaking grand jury' findings 
before they are handed to the judge — 
which is illegal, unfair, unethical and 
immoral 


And nothing is being done to stop it — 
except that Chairm an Peter <Horatius) 
Rodino Jr., D-N.J., is standing at the 
bridge with a feather duster proclaiming 
“ this far and a little farther." 
But the leaks continue. Not a day goes

federal grant application filed 
by the city. 
The application states: “ The 
unit will concentrate on locat­ 
ing and identifying major sup­ 
pliers and distributors of illicit 
drugs within Marin County.. A 
coordinated attack against the 
principles of the organized nar­ 
cotics syndicates and the subse­ 
quent removal from narcotics 
trafficking will decrease the 
availability of narcotics and re­ 
sult in a decrease in associated 
crimes, such as burglary, 
armed robbery, larceny. 
“ In addition to concentrating 
on local major suppliers and 
distributors of illicit drugs with­ 
in Marin County, the unit will 
also direct some of its efforts 
toward those persons dealing in 
street quantities of narcotics. " 
A budget prepared by Kelly 
ptijposes the following expen­ 
ses:-salaries and benefits, $97,- 
74^;. travel, $1,950; evaluation 
of project, $15,000; equipment, 
$27,429; supplies and operating 
expenses, $41,565. 
City officials said they are 
currently awaiting receipt of a 
contract with the federal gov­ 
ernment for the project, and 
said the unit will be in opera­ 
tion by Sept. L The city will 
seek another grant next year to 
continue the program.

An Impasse In Petaluma 


Over Employees' Salaries 


Negotiations between the City 
of Petaluma and a union repre­ 
senting 45 maintenance, sewer 
and water employees have 
reached a standstill. 
The employees, represented 


by the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees, had asked for an 
11.5 per cent pay hike over the 
coming fiscal year. 
During a special meeting 


Monday, the city council unani­ 
mously voted to offer an 8 per 
cent increase and more fringe 
benefits as recommended by 
City Mgr. Robert H. Meyer. 


Union members told the coun­ 
cil they cannot live on their 
present salaries, and the in­ 
crease offered isn’t enough to 
improve their situation. 
The union charged that some 
employees are so poorly paid 
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they are almost eligible for food 
stamps. 
Mayor Helen Putnam told the 
employees she regretted being 
able to offer only 8 per cent. 
Inflation, she said, was the 
reason the city could not offer 
more. 
The council also awarded to

Kelly noted that the new drug 
bureau has already drawn criti­ 
cism from officials involved 
with drug treatment, but called 
critics premature.

In fact, 
at least 30 years ago, we saw 
men who developed circulatory 
changes in the fingers (Ray­ 
naud’s syndrome or white fin­ 
gers) after operating a pneu­ 
matic hammer to dig up a 
paved road. One or more of the 
fingers employed to grasp or 
guide the tool became numb or 
‘‘felt dead." Lighter weight 
drills may do the same. 


THE NUMBNESS did not 
persist, but prolonged use of the 
vibratory tool made the fingers 
sensitive to the cold, and, on 
exposure, the skin blanched or 
the extremity became cold and 
numb. In some instances, the 
arms and shoulders were in­ 
volved. 
Apparently, acute exposure to 
vibration can injure the tiny 
blood vessels, affect the mus­ 
cles and, in some, the bones 
and joints.

The name evokes a 
bucolic boulevard of country

Reagan Vetos Bill To 
Shake Up Arts Panel 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov 
Ronald Reagan yesterday ve­ 
toed legislation requiring that 
seven of the 15 members of the 
California Arts Commission bt' 
widely known artists or mem­ 
bers of the arts community. 
The measure SB1486 was by 
Sen. Arlen Gregorio, D San Ma­ 
teo. 
“I will not support changes in 
the qualifications for members 
of the California Arts Commis­ 
sion unless there is some dem­ 
onstrated evidence of a need for 
change.” Reagan said in his 
veto message. 
The bill provided that mem­ 
bers of the arts community 
could include those persons in 
ethnic minority art and culture. 
artists’ guilds and unions, pro­ 
fessional arts adm inistration 


and arts education. 
Reagan said he was “not 
convinced that providing repre­ 
sentation for a variety of specif­ 
ic factions will enhance the 
commission's ability to provide 
quality art programs in Califor­ 
nia. TTie present membership is 
well qualified to meet its re­ 
sponsibilities under the law. " 
Despite the veto, Gregorio 
said he would work for changes 
in the commission's member­ 
ship. 
“It appears that the commis­ 
sion will continue to be com­ 
posed mainly of affluent arts 
patrons and fund raisers who. 
although crucial to the survival 
of the arts in this state, form a 
very narrow base of thinking 
and communication.” Gregorio 
said

7 in. blue-eyed music major 
who won the Miss California 
crown Saturday told newsmen 
she hasn’t encountered wom­ 
en s liberationists critical of the 
pageant, “ and I ra sorry I 
haven't " 


“I don't feel empty headed.” 
she said in defense of the pag­

To Mayors 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
E n v iro n m en tal 
P ro te ctio n 
Agency will enforce smog con­ 
trol measures required by law. , 
but not demand the impossible. 
EPA Administrator Russell E 
Train told the nation s mayors 
yesterday 


He told the 42nd U.S. Confer- ■ 
ence of Mayors, however, “The 
transportation control plans are 
not just tem porary stopgap; 
measures which we can wish j 
away with just a few years’ j 
delay.” 
Train addressed the m ayors; 
on the second day of the confer-; 
ence which has been largely 
directed toward getting the fed­ 
eral government to work to 
solve urban problems through 
revenue sharing and federal 
bloc grants. 
“Even when all cars on the 
road have controls meeting the 
statutory 90 per cent reduction 
in emissions from 1970 levels, 
m any areas will still need 
transportation controls because 
of the sheer number of autos 
involved and the quantity of 
gasoline consum ed.'' Train! 
said 
However, he said the EPA 
recognized some controls were 
"unreasonable and undesirable; 
because they would cause se­ 
vere social and economic dis­ 
ruption." 
Train said proposed legisla-j 
tion would avoid severe effects 
and said as an example, he 
considered gasoline rationing 
unreasonable. 
EPA will enforce compliance 
dates for measures including 
gasoline vapor recovery, vehi­ 
cle inspection and maintenance, 
parking management and bus 
fleet expansion, he said 
“ In summary, we will not 
demand the impossible or the 
clearly unreasonable." he said 
"But we will enforce transpor­ 
tation control requirements.” 
Politics aimed at the presi­ 
dential election two years hence 
was an undercurrent theme and 
D em ocrats, led by National 
Chairman Robert Strauss, held 
a late night caucus Monday to 
discuss how to attract the un­ 
employed and poverty stricken 
to the party cause

WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General William B. 
Sax be announced yesterday 
that federal charges have been 
dropped against Arthur H. Bre­ 
mer, convicted in Maryland 
and sentenced to 53 years in jail 
for the shooting of Gov. George 
C. Wallace. 
The Alabama governor, cam­ 
paigning for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, was 
critically wounded May 15, 
1972, in Laurel. Md. and con­ 
victed under Maryland law 
Bremer was also indicted by 
a federal grand jury in Balti­ 
more on charges of injuring 
Wallace, assault of a Secret 
Service agent, illegally trans­ 
porting firearms and using a 
firearm to commit a federal 
felony 
The federal charges 
were dropped by U.S. District 
Judge Edward S. Northrop.

Designing custom-made cov­ 
er-ups is a ready market and 
business is booming, says the 
pretty high school freshman. 
She can earn $100 a week in 
her spare time — providing her 
grades don't fall. If they start 
to slip, her mother, Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Segars, says that'll be the 
end of the money-making hob­ 
by. 
“ A friend was telling us how 
hard it was for the girls to get 
good costumes.'' Stephanie 
says. ‘ It s different and it gives 
mc something to do.” 
She 
sells 
her products 
through a friend who goes 
around to bars in Tampa taking 
orders. 
Stephanie says big companies 
charge $8 to $12 for pasties. She 
throws them in for free with a 
G-string order. While their G- 
strings cost $30 to $50. hers run 
$5 to $35, depending on design 
and material. 
Material for a full outfit - top 
and bottom - costs has as little 
as 25 cents. “ Out of three-eights 
of a yard of material I can get 
four G-strings,” she says.

A Short Talk 
With Charlie 0. 


I met Charlie Finley Monday night. It was quite! 
an experience. 
In the top of the ninth inning of Monday’s A’s — 
Angels game Alvin Dark had made a number of 
defensive changes. The press box announcer read 
them off but I missed a couple of them so after the 
game I went down to ask Alvin exactly what he 
had done. His office door was open but as I started 
in I immediately realized he was occupied and my 
concern over his batting order became unimpor­ 
tant. Charles 0. Finley himself was sitting there. 


I VERY QUIETLY started to back out of the 
area since I felt that I might be intruding on some 
high level decision-making. Charley stopped my 
retreat with a very gracious, “Come in, young 
man.” I accepted the invitation and had Alvin 
straighten out my scorecard. I then thought I’d 
take advantage of the opportunity to get an 
exclusive comment from Finley with Alvin the 
only other person present. 
The A’s had let Deron Johnson go to Milwaukee 
the day before. It had been rumored that Oakland 
was interested in obtaining Ed Kirkpatrick, a 
catcher-outfielder-first baseman with Pittsburgh. I 
asked Charley if the rumored interest in Kirkpa­ 
trick was true, what chance did he feel he had of 
getting him now that word was out? 
His answer: “Lets assume that we might be 
interested in Kirkpatrick. Eliminating Pittsburgh 
and of course ourselves, 22 teams are left. Since 
we finished on top each of these 22 teams has a 
shot at any player before we do. If another team 
is aware of our interest our chances of obtaining a 
player are greatly diminished.” 


CHARLIE THEN LOOKED at Dark and said,

certainly hope our luck holds up.” 
A few of the other writers began to filter in and 
Alvin was asked if Ray Fosse was expected back. 
Finley interrupted Dark’s answer by saying, 
“AJvin, I’m going to answer that question because 
you haven’t been brought up to date on this. Fosse 
will be examined by a neurosurgeon tomorrow. 
The biggest concern facing this club is when and if 
Ray Fosse can catch. Last year the doctors said 
that Gene Tenace would be unable to catch every 
day without facing shoulder surgery. It was for 
that reason he was moved to first base. Now we 
have a situation where we have Tenace catching 
every day. There is no telling how long he can go. 
If Fosse has an injured nerve rather than a 
muscle he could be out all year. We’ll have to do 
something.” 
Finley then asked Dark if he thought the players 
appreciated his cheering during the game. Dark 
said that he was sure the players realized Finley 
was there. 


IT WAS MY OBSERVATION that everyone 
realized Charlie was there. The clubhouse guard 
warned me to have my press pass ready because 
“the man was in town.” The food was better than 
usual in the press lounge (swiss steak). The press 
box announcer always gives the night’s attend­ 
ance followed by the season's total, last year's 
total at the same point, and the amount of 
increase or decrease. Monday night he gave only 
the night’s figure. 
Prior to the game Sal Bando had expressed 
gratitude to me because I had tried to place his so 
called “rip” at 
Dark in proper perspective. 
Though he had been “quoted” widely as saying 
that Dark “couldn’t manage a meat market,” he 
assured me that I was correct when I wrote that 
he had never repeated the remarks that he had 
made. 


I WAS ABLE TO corner Finley as I was leaving. 
I mentioned that in light of his history of rehiring 
ex-employees that there was a catcher in the 
league who hadn’t caught a game all year that 
used to work for him. He asked me to name him 
and I mentioned Phil Roof of the Twins. Finley 
said that Roof had caught a game the day before 
in Minnesota and that he had seen the game. 
Now why did Roof catch his first game of the 
year when Finley was looking on? Hmmmm.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
pro football p lay ers’ strike 
loomed all-but-ine vita hie even 
in the eyes of a federal media­ 
tor who called both sides in for 
another round of bargaining to­ 
day. 
M ediator 
Jam es 
Scearce 
emerged from a 54-hour nego­ 
tiating session with player and 
owner representatives yester­ 
day to report: 
“ I can’t be 
overly optimistic even though a 
mediator is supposed to be opti­ 
mistic. 
“ There are tremen­ 
dous differences between the 
two sides and they've got to get 
moving to close the gap.’’ 
A player strike has been 
called for Monday if no settle­ 
ment is reached. 
Bill Curr>. president of the 
NFL Players Association, left 
little doubt that the second foot­ 
ball strike since 1970 would 
occur just before the NFL 
teams open training camps in 
July. 
“ It looks very much as if its 
going to happen,’’ the Houston 
Oilers’ center said after yester­ 
d ay ’s session, charging the 
owner representatives were 
“shadow boxing’’ in the collec­ 
tive bargaining talks. Still un­ 
touched were the so-called 
“freedom issue’’ demands by 
the players on reserve and op­ 
tion clause terms of their con­ 
tracts, which the owners con­ 
tend would lead to “anarchy.” 
Curry also accused the own­ 
ers of trying to “ intimidate” 
rookies and free agents into 
reporting for preseason camps 
and of using them as “pawns” 
and “strikebreakers.” 
John Thompson, executive 
secretary of the owners’ Man­ 
agement Council, which is on 
the other side of the table, tried 
to sound a more hopeful note. 
“ We’re still shooting for a 
settlement and are optimistic it 
can be reached to avoid trouble 
before it really counts. ” he told 
newsmen. 
This presum ably 
would be prior to July 26 when 
the College All-Star team plays 
the Super Bowl champion Mi­ 
ami Dolphins in a nationally 
televised game in Chicago 
“ W e're not

strike and we don’t intend to 
lock out the players.”

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CHAIRMAN MAO 
Fighting a ghost? 


Mao Fights 
Ideals Of 
Confucius 


TOKYO (AP) — Over the past 
2,000 years Chinese rebels un­ 
successfully fought a daunting 
foe named Confucius. Commu­ 
nist revolutionary Mao Tse-tung 
has joined the seemingly end­ 
less battle 


To outsiders, the campaign 
being waged by the 80-year-old 
chairman of the Chinese Com­ 
munist party seems a curious 
one. wrapped up as it is in 
denunciation of a recently dead 
Red hero named Lm Piao and 
entwined in the threads of polit­ 
ical intrigue 


But to Mao — a scholar, poet, 
calligrapher, historian and po­ 
litical thinker — it is as signifi­ 
cant and important as any past 
battle he has fought on his way 
to power. 
For millions of Chinese still 
live by the ethical system hand­ 
ed down by Confucius 25 centu­ 
ries ago. precepts which have 
seeped into the Chinese blood­ 
stream. 
The sayings of Confucius are 
legion. But essentially what he 
stood for was perfect order in 
human society. To achieve it, 
he advocated a freezing of the 
Chinese classes, a place for 
everyone and everyone in his 
place 
Above all. he counselled loy­ 
alty — of sons to fathers, wives 
to husbands, of the ruled to the 
ruler, of the people to the em­ 
peror 
Though there were periodic 
uprisings — chiefly by peasants 
— in Chinese history, little 
changed. The new rulers ap­ 
plied the Confucian formula 
and stability returned. The first 
real revolution in 2,000 years is 
said to have been the Commu­ 
nist one, which swept Mao to 
power in 1949. 
But was it? 
The intensity of the campaign 
against Confucius suggests Mao 
believes it has not yet succeed­ 
ed 
Confucius’ hold on the 
Chinese heart and imagination 
remains largely unshaken. Un­ 
til it can be loosened and 
thrown off. Mao's rival system. 
a mixture of the Chinese expe­ 
rience and the alien philosophy 
of Marxism-Leninism, cannot 
push up through the under­ 
growth and grow roots of its 
own. 
This 
diplomats and China 
experts here say, is the central 
fact of the continuing and 
wordy movement against Con­ 
fucius. 
Others may see in it a de­ 
vious intrigue, involving Pre­ 
mier Chou En-lai, or a stage for 
confrontation between the left 
and the right wings of Chinese 
communism 
But Mao regards it as a 
struggle for the survival of the 
body of political thought called 
‘ Maoism.” 
Lin Piao. a shy, diffident man 
primarily a military leader, 
shot to the Chinese heights dur­ 
ing the 1966-69 Great Proletari­ 
an Cultural Revolution. Taking 
the lead, alongside Mao s wife. 
Chiang Ching, his personal sec­ 
retary Chen Po-ta, and a hand­ 
ful of other radicals, he pic­ 
tured himself as Mao s most 
faithful disciple. 
He became deputy chairman 
of the party, and Mao’s publicly 
acknowledged successor after 
the cultural purge ended, only 
to die in a plane crash in 
Mongolia in September 1971, 
branded as a traitor caught 
red-handed plotting to murder 
his old chief. 
In the campaign against Con­ 
fucius he is seen as accomplice 
rather than chief villain, an 
over-ambitious schemer tainted 
by the ideas of Confucius. 
Except among the scattering 
of people who supported him — 
now driven underground — his 
influence is not believed to be 
great in the China of 1974. 
But Mao counts on him. and 
the horror he believes was 
aroused by his treason, to serve 
as a bludgeon with which to 
beat the still animate Confu­ 
cius. 
His objective appears to be to 
convince the ordinary Chinese 
that a bright future is in store 
for him if he follows the road of 
Chinese socialism.

Presbyterian 
Group Votes 
Merger Try 


LOUISVILLE. Ky. (UPI) - 
Without any dissent, delegates 
to the United Presbyterian 
Church General Assembly yes­ 
terday approved local study of 
a plan aimed at reuniting the 
2.9 million member denomina­ 
tion with its 900.000 member 
southern counterpart. 
Church leaders had anticipat­ 
ed no opposition to action to 
submit a plan of union with the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S 
to local churches and none de­ 
veloped 
A similar action was taken 
last week by the southern Pres­ 
byterians in their 114th general 
assembly here 
If approved at the regional 
level of the two major Presby­ 
terian bodies, the plan of union 
could merge the northern and 
southern denomintions into one 
church as early as 1977, ending 
a split that has existed since 
the Civil War 
However, the Rev. Randolph 
Taylor of Atlanta, Ga., co­ 
chairman of the Joint Commit­ 
tee on Presbyterian Union and 
a leading southern Presbyteri­ 
an spokesman on union, has 
predicted it probably will take 
up to IO years for his denomina­ 
tion to give final approval to 
the merger 
Dr 
Claire Randall, first 
woman ever elected general 
secretary of the National Coun­ 
cil of Churches and a Presby­ 
terian. told the 186th general 
assembly that “ in times like 
ours, ecumenism is no luxury.’ 
“ Only through interdenomi­ 
national efforts like the Nation­ 
al Council of Churches can we 
adequately minister to the trau­ 
ma of our times,” she said 
She called upon churches for 
a new commitment to ecumeni­ 
cal action to serve the needs of 
a nation “ in which both individ­ 
uals and systems need new 
directions 
Dr Randall told a news con­ 
ference that churches should 
make a much greater effort to 
recruit women for the clergy 
“Not just women, but all per­ 
sons so motivated-including 
representatives of minorities.” 
she said “ We are well past the 
day when women have to be 
confined to lay roles in the 
church.

When this hand came along in 
a national tournament a few 
years ago, West led the nine of 
clubs against four spades. 
Declarer put up the king of 
clubs from dummy, hoping to 
panic East into taking the ace 
at once. If East took the ace of 
clubs and returned the suit. 
nothing would come of it. De­ 
clarer would win and lead 
trumps. He would lose only the 
two black aces. 
East thought about playing 
the ace of clubs but decided 


against it Instead, he signaled 
encouragement by playing the 
seven of clubs 
Declarer played trumps at 
once, but West got his ruff He 
took the ace of trumps and led 
his other club. East took the 
ace of clubs and returned a 
club for West to ruff, thus 
holding South to ten tricks. 
In a rubber bridge game this 
trick would be quite unimpor­ 
tant. but in a tournament the 
extra trick often makes a consi­ 
derable difference. If the con­ 
tract had been five spades in­ 
stead of only four, the trick 
would have meant going down 
instead of making the contract. 
Perhaps you noticed that both 
declarer and East assumed that 
West’s opening lead was the top 
of a doubleton rather than a 
singleton. South and East both 
went on the principle that there 
are more doubletons than sin­ 
gletons.

The first United States census 
was taken in 1790, when the 
country' was young.

time, strange as it might seem 
today, the nation's population 
center was 23 miles east of 
Baltimore, near Chestertown.

But through the years since 
then, people have been follow­ 
ing Horace Greeley’s advice to 
“ go west'” Presently the popu­ 
lation center is 727 miles west 
(and about 45 miles south' of 
the first marker. 


The population center seems 
to have moved continuously. It 
was in Virginia in 1810. Fifty 
years later it has crossed to 
Ohio soil The state of Kentucky 
got it in 1880, and then for the 
next 60 years. Indiana claimed 
it That’s a longevity record for 
any one state. 
In 1940. the last year in Indi­ 
ana. the site was near Carlisle. 


By 1950, as a result of heavy 
industrial development on the 
West Coast, the center shot 
across the Wabash River to 
Dundee, 111., a shift of 42 miles 
west and 74 miles south. It 
moved to Shattuc, 111., in 1960. 


Now the 1970 (last population 
center is pinpointed at Lawr­ 
ence Frederich’s farm five 
miles east of Mascoutah, 111. 
Named after an area Indian 
tribe. Mascoutah is in that seg-
